Maister Wm. Conkes is the English form of the name of the great French surgeon of 
Montpellier, Willehelmus de Congenis, of Bourg. 

This famous surgeon who lectured in Montpellier about 1230-40, had gained much experi- 
ence in the wars of the Albigenses, with Simon de Montfort. 

He used the surgical guide of Roger Frugardi (the only known surgeon of the School 
of Salerno) as the basis of his public lectures in the University of Montpellier. 

Two of his pupils have left us contemporary notes, one of which gives us important 
details from the operating room of Wm. Conkes, in the Hospital of the Holy Ghost 
in Montpellie:, which prove what efforts Conkes made to endeavour to educate future 
surgical operators. The British Museum can only show a later copy of this English 
medical tract (Sloane MS. 2273). At end of the volume are six pages of manuscript 
recipes. Some of the chapter headings are given below.

He applied himself earnestly to the study of mathematical 
science, logic, medicine, and theology, held the office of physician to various princes, 
and died at Hamadan, 1037. He wrote a great number of treatises on philosophy and 
medicine, the most important of which were his commentary on the “.Metaphysics ” 
of Aristotle and his famous ‘‘ Canon,” the sovereign authority in medical science for 
centuries.

One of the earliest books on Witcheraft. The author of this treatise has contrived to 


condense a large mass of curious information on the subject of witchcraft and sorcery 
into a dialogue between the Archduke Sigismund to whom the tract is dedicated, one 
Conrad Schatz and himself, and very searching are the questions on witchcraft pro- 
pounded and replied to. 

In view of the great rarity and interesting character of the book it has been thought 
advisable to mention some of its leading features. In the second chapter, De nocu- 
mentis morbis hominibus et infantibus illatis (of the injuries and diseases brought by 
the Witchcraft or Pythonic women upon men and infants), after describing on absurdly 
insufficient authority the ills which the innocent infant is made to suffer at the hands 
of the witches, Sigismund asks, ‘ What of the injuries to old and middle-aged?’ to 


which Conrad replies, ‘ We have seen many old men bent and limping who asserted

that these infirmities had happened to them by the sorceries of these cursed women.’ 
The artist has come well equipped with intelligence and imagination to the aid of 
the text. It will be seen that the Lamia or hag is shooting at the peasant with an 
arrow whose point is in her hand, an inverse position which has had dire consequences. 
Sigismund is asked if he believes that by witchcraft the face of man can be transformed 
into that of some other animal, and replies in the negative, evincing his faith in 
ecclesiastical authority by a decretal in which the man who asserts the possibility of 
such a change is declared to be an infidel and worse than a heretic. Conrad, of course, 
is on the side of the angels, and quotes Virgil, Boetius, St. Clement, the History of 
Simon Magus, Vincentius, and William of Malmesbury with so much ingenuity that 
Sigismund sums up the discussion by the remark that Conrad has by his authorities 
and histories compelled him to confess that on this subject he hardiy ‘knows what to 
believe, and suggests that the two should next proceed to discuss the problem of 
riding the broomstick. The artist has evidently undertaken to combine in the wood- 
cut an illustration of the debate on change of faces with a representation of the aerial 
flight, an attempt in which the reader will, I think, admit that he has admirably 
succeeded. We have here graphically depicted the broomstick forked at the lower end, 
with an evident reference to the divining rod, on which sits the leading witch, 
ass-headed and in petticoats, perhaps not astride after all, and steers the infernal 
conveyance. Her cavalier, clasping her waist, as of old the dame on the pillion was 
wont to clasp her squire, emits from his macaw’s beak a torrent of abuse directed at 
the poor little belated witch with the sad dog’s face, who is clutching his jerkin, and 
forbids her to mount; he seems to imply that though there is plenty of room there is 
not enough of physical foree, or that two is company and three none. A query follows 
which the superstitious world has long answered in the affirmative, whether witches 
can ride to their reve!s on a broomstick or on a wolf’s back? Conrad, ever ready 
with apology, opines that if Abacuck, as he calls the prophet, could be transported 
through space by his hair, and Philip be snatched away to Azotus, the like effects 
could be produced by spiritual agency in his day.’’—Hodgkin’s Rariora.

A rare treatise published by Nicolas Scyllacius, of Messana. 

John of Gaddesden (12802-1361), was a member of Merton College, Cereals Aaa practised 
in London as a physician. He treated a son of Edward J for small- -pox. He wrapt him 
up in scarlet cloth in a bed and room with scarlet hangings, and says of the result “it 
was a good cure, and I cured him as a result without a trace of varioles.” 

Between 1305 and 1307 Gaddesden wrote a treatise on medicine (first published at Pavia, 
1492), which soon became famous, and which he entitled ““ Rosa Medicinae.” He chose 
the name, he says, because as the rose has five sepals, so his book has five parts, and 
adds that as the rose excels all flowers so his book excels all treatises on the practice 
of medicine. Gaddesden’s book is often spoken of ag “ Rosa Anglica.” It is crammed 
with quotations from Galen, Dioscorides, Rufus of Ephesus, Haliabbas, Serapion, Al 
Rhazis, Avicenna, Averrhoes, John of Damascus, Isaac, Mesue, Gilbertus Anglicus, 
and from the “‘ Flos Medicinae,”’ of Salernum; it also contains a good many original 
remarks which illustrate the character of the author more than his medical knowledge. 

The book begins with an account of fevers, based on Galen’s arrangement, then goes 
through diseases and injuries, beginning with the head, and ends with an antidotarium, 
or treatise on remedies. It contains some remarks on cooking, and innumerable pre- 
scriptions many of which are superstitious, while others prove to be common sense 
remedies when carefully considered. Thus two sealskin girdles with whalebone buckle 
which he recommends for colic is no more than the modern and useful cholera belt of 
flannel. 

He cared for his gains and boasts of getting a large price from the Barber-Surgeons’ 
Guild, for a prescription, of which the chief ingredient is tree-frogs (Rosa, page 120). 

His dispesition, his peculiarities, and his readings are so precisely those of the “* Doctour 
of Phisik,” in Chaucer’s prologue, that it seems possible that Gaddesden is the contem- 
porary from whom Chaucer drew this character. He is mentioned therein in line 434.

There are only three other copies of this book known, viz, in the Bibliothéque Nationale, 
Paris (imperfect), Biblhothéque Royale, Brusseis, and Hispanic Society of America. 

_ Our copy has the title-leaf and a portion of the three folding plates in facsimile. 

Johannes de Ketham, a physician, living in Italy towards the end of the fifteenth 
eentury, edited this collection of current writings by medical men of his time for the use 
of practising physicians. The book was the first to contain anatomical illustrations of 
any kind. All the different editions of this work are of the greatest importance because 
of the woodcuts they contain. 

This, the First Spanish Edition, contains the following illustrations :—Page 1b, four small 
circles in the corners with descriptions of the four temperaments; in the centre a larger 
circle with twenty-four urine glasses. Page 2a, The interior of a doctor's consulting 
room, books and glasses cn the walls, and two physicians seated discussing the contents 
of a urine glass. Pages 5a, 5b, and 6a have on the margins a series of urine glasses. 
Page 7 bears the title “Tabla de la Segunda Parte de Flobotomia, o Sangrias,” and 
shows the blood-letting man (“‘ Aderlassmann”’), a large male figure upon whose various 
parts are printed the names of the twelve signs of the Zodiac. The places for vene- 
section are marked with lines running out into the margin. The margin contains printed 
explanations in little squares. The whole page is longer than the other pages and folds 
in half. Page 12b, a large male figure, over which the pictures of the signs of the 
Zodiac are distributed. -Pcges 13a-14b, little woodcuts of the twelve signs of the Zodiac. 
Page 15b illustrates the picture of a sitting woman with her thoracic and abdominal 
cavillies cut open, of the size of the folding woodcut mentioned above. On the various 
parts of the figure are names of the diseases these parts are liable to, sometimes also 
the name of the part. Both sets of names are printed on the figure. Explanations 
are given in the margin; on this page, too, the lower margin is folded and printed on. 
Folio 25a, a man ou whose various parts possible injuries are indieated, and the inflicting 
weapons, such as daggers, clubs, knives, arrows, etc., pictured. Diseases are also named, 
such as bubo, smallpox, warts. etc., the names of the internal parts of the thorax on 
the abdomen are printed on the figure ‘tself In the margin explanations are also 
printed. This plate a!so is a large folding one. Page 32a, a male figure, much better 
drawn, and covered more sparingly with names of diseases, most of which are printed 
on the side margins of the sheet. At the top we find four cireles, and within the circles 
printed lists of the psychic powers. Page 39a is a small] eut of St. Sebastian pierced 
with arrows, above a prayer to the Saint for protection against the pestilence. Page 65a 
is a large cut of an angel appearing to two people in bed within a tent.

A book of extraordinary rarity by one of the most famous Spanish men of letters and 
philosophy, whose works were burnt and whose doctrines were condemned by the Holy 
Inquisition. 


Ramon Lul, or Lullus, was a native of Palma in Majorca, and was born about 1232. 
During his youth he followed the court and was given up to pleasure, till his whole 
life was changed by a lady whom he admired showing him how she was sutiering from 
malignant disease. Thereafter he became extremely religious, is said to have had 
heavenly revelations, and devoted himseif to the conversion of the Saracens to Chris- 
tianity. For this purpose he learned Arabic and had permission to found a small 
monastery of Franciscans, whose duty it was to learn Arabic and assist in the work. 
He tried to found similar establishments elsewhere, but without suecess, and he even 
attempted to preach another Crusade. He himself travelled and preached to the 
unbelievers, not without many perils, and at last in 1315 he was all but stoned to death 
at Bugia in Africa. His body was rescued by some Genoese sailors who brought him 
to Majorea, but he died 30 June, 1315, in sight of his native country, before he could 
be landed. after his death he was canonized as a martyr, and a monument or mauso- 
leum was erected to him, a drawing of which is given by Sollerius. 


He was a voluminous writer on divinity, the liberal arts, philosophy, physics, law, medi- 
cine, mathematics, metaphysics, and his own art. Wadding enumerates 400 works, and 
by some that number is multiplied by 10. As to the books on chemistry which pass 
under his name, and aré enumerated by several of his biographers, they are considered 
to be not by him, and the transmutations said to have been effected by him are also 
considered unauthentic. The whole of the story about his coming to England, on the 
invitation of Cremer, Abbot of Westminster, to make gold to induce King Edward II] 
to undertake a war against the Turks, which gold the king afterwards used against 
France, seems to be without foundation. 


As these scientific works, however, must have been written by someone, De Lucanco 
ascribes them to a Raimundo de Tarraga, who lived ‘“‘ por los anos de 1370, esto es en 
el siglo en que murio Ramon Lull.”?” He was a converted Jew, whose devotion to the 
occult sciences, and the censures his works provoked, are strong proofs that if he 
did not write all the alchemical books, he was author of some of them. Fabricius, 
who does not refuse to the blessed martyr the fame of an alchemist, says in the article 
devoted to Raimundo de Tarraga that he wrote books ‘‘ de secretis naturae, de Alchimia 
et alia quae jussu Gregorii XI. anno 1372, flammis sunt exusta.’’

*** © Guido Guidi (Vidus Vidius), was born in Florence. His mother Constance was 
the daughter of the painter Domenico del Ghirlandajo. Im 1542 he was called to Paris 
by Francis I., and after 1548 again lived in Florence. He later became professor in 
Visa, and died there on May 26, 1569, after he had taken holy orders. Most of his 
works were published long after his death, with the exception of his Chirurgia. Never- 
theless he was highly respected by his contemporaries and especially by Francis I. and 
Cosimo I. He also enjoyed the esteem and friendship of the famous Florentine gold- 
smith Benvenuto Cellini, with whom he lived in Paris.

*** Andreas Vesalius, the great anatomist, was the son of an apothecary in the service 
of the Princess Margaret, governess of the Netherlands, and was born at Brussels in 
1514. From boyhood he shewed a strong bent to the study of anatomy, and with courage 
and determination he applied himself to it at Louvain and at Paris, running grave 
risks to obtain subjects. He accompanied, for a short time, the imperial army for 
the sake of increasing his knowledge; taught at the Universities of Pavia, Bologna, 
and Pisa with extraordinary success; acquired wider renown by the publication of his 
great work in 1542; and two years later was appointed first physician to the Emperor 
Charles V., whom he had thenceforth to accompany in all hig movements. He held 
the same office under Philip ‘II., and in consequence of the claims on his time as royal 
physician, he did not prosecute his scientific studies. Suddenly, in the height of his 
honours and prosperity, he resolved on making the pilgrimage to Jerusalem, owing 
to the facet that he was found guilty of murder by the Inquisition for having opened 
a body for dissection before death had really taken place, and that he was allowed to 
expiate the crime by a pilgrimage instead of death. On his return (1564) he was 
wrecked and perished of hunger and exhaustion in the Island of Zante. 

This, his principal work (De Corporis Humani Fabrica), by its original views, important 
discoveries, and convincing evidence, constituted the science of human anatomy, and 
opened a new era in the progress of medical science. Its daring attacks on established 
doctrines and the venerated authority of Galen brought down on its author a storm 
of bitter reproach and opposition; but the storm soon allayed itself, and Vesalius was 
honoured by the next generation as the discoverer of a New World. This work was 
first published at Basil in 1542-3, which edition is exceedingly rare, and almost invari- 
ably incomplete, because it never was intended to be bound together, but rather was

*** Duncan Liddel was a native of Aberdeen, and having received an education in 
languages and philosophy at the University of that town, he went abroad at the age 
of 18 to seek his future. He was very successful with his studies and in 1594 he suc- 
ceeded Hrhardus Hoffmann to the higher mathematical chair at Helmstadt University, 
and two years later became M.D. of the University. In 1604 he became pro-rector of 
the University. He returned to Scotland in 1607 and endowed Aberdeen University 
with lands for the education and support of six poor scholars. On his death his books 
and instruments were bequeathed to the Marischal College. 


As a mathematician he enjoyed considerable fame in Germany, where he is said to have 
been the first to teach the astronomy of Copernicus and of Tycho Brake side by side 
with the Ptolemaic hypothesis.

*** “ Rommelin was born at Ulm in 1585, studied at Tubingen and took the degree of 
Master in 1604. He continued his studies at Basel and was created doctor of medicine 
there in 1607. In Ulm he held the post of town physician, but, on account of disputes 
with other doctors, he left in 1628 and received a similar appointment at Schorndorf, 
whence he went to Aalen and finally to Augsburg. According to his contemporaries, he 
was celebrated as an anatomist and skilled in mathematics. He decided to reproduce the 
entire anatomy of the human body on three plates in such a manner. that parts lying 
successively one under the other would be shewn by means of pictures fastened one to 
the other like the pages of a book. 

This edition was edited by the son of Remmelin, who had died meanwhile. The plates 
are those of the Latin edition, but the text has been translated into German. These 
three plates, and the many smaller pictures superimposed, totaled before they were 
cut out and pasted together, five copperplates. 

On the first of these plates are reproduced a male and female body, together with the 
trunk of a pregnant woman; on the second, the man; on the third, the woman; all 
presented anatomically, in the manner mentioned above. The remaining space of each 
plate is partly taken up with allegories. On the first plate we find at the left: J.R. 
inventor, L.K. sculptor, at the right: Stephan Michelspacher excudit. The initials 
stand for Johann Remmelin, and Lucas Kilian, an industrious engraver of Augsburg 
(1579-1637). Judging from the text, it also appears that the book was to serve physico- 
theological purposes, and was intended for laymen, for whom it contains altogether too 
‘much. Nevertheless the book must have won applause, for besides several latin editions, 
several translations were also published.”

Doctor of La Rochelle, and famous alchemist whose pseudonym of Altus seems to point 
to his authorship. The privilege, however, for the manuscript was given to Jacob 
Saulat, Sieur des Marez. 

Jacques ‘Tolle was born about 1630 in Utrecht or in its neighbourhood and died in misery. 
jn 1696. He was believed to have found the secret of making gold, and was at one 
time a clerk to John Blaeuw a book-seller and publisher at Amsterdam, and a secretary 
to Heinsius. NHeinsius found that he kept a copy of all his notes and dismissed him. 
He was made rector of the public school at Gouda but lost his place through intrigues. 
He gave lessons and practised as a.physician at Noordwick. In 1687 the elector of 
Brandenberg sent’ him on a mission to visit the German and Italian mines, but on 
his return he fell into disfavour and returned to Holland. He was forced to close 
his school, and had nothing to support him except the exercise of alchemy.

*** Giovanni Battista Morgagni (1682-1771), the founder of pathological anatomy, was 
born Feb. 25, 1682, near Bologna. He taught medicine at Padua with brilliant success 
for sixty years, being promoted from the chair of theoretical medicine, to the chair 
of anatomy. 

‘“A friend suggested to Morgagni that he should put on record his own observations, and 
it was agreed that letters on the anatomy of diseased organs and parts should be 
written for the perusal of this favoured friend (whose name does not transpire); and 
they were continued from time to time until they numbered seventy. These seventy 
letters constitute the ‘ De Sedibus et Causis Morborum,’ which was given to the World 
as a systematic treatise in 2 vols. folio, Venice, 1761, twenty years after the task of 
epistolary instruction was begun. The letters are arranged in five books, treating of 
the morbid conditions of the body ‘a capite ad caleem.’? Together, they contain, accord- 
ing to an enumeration by the present writer, the records of some 640 dissections. Some 
of these are given at great length, and with a precision of statement and exhaustiveness 
of detail hardly surpassed in the so-called ‘ protocols’ of the German pathological in- 
stitutes of the present time. Subjects in all ranks of life, including several Cardinals, 
figure in this remarkable gallery of the dead. It has been contended that he was not 
free from prolixity, and certainly the form and arrangement of his treatise are such 
as to make it difficult to use in the present day, notwithstanding that it is well indexed 
in the edition of Tissot, 3 vols., 1779 (this present edition). It differs from modern 
treatises in so far as the symptoms determine the order and manner of presenting the 
anatomical facts. 

Morgagni was the first to understand and to demonstrate the absolute necessity of bas- 

ing diagnosis, prognosis, and treatment on an exact and comprehensive knowledge of

At home I have a fine discussion on medical matters, 
which took place in 1626, in which I took part, and which coneludes thus: ‘ There- 
fore tobaccocapnia through the nostrils and mcuth is not good for anyone. This 
smoke is injurious, and harmful to the brain and vital organs, especially the lungs, 
heart and stomach. 

“ Towards the end of his Euphormion Barclay has written some very tine lines 
against this plant, and against tobaccocapnia which might also be calzed tobacco- 
mania, because of the large number of madmen who amuse themselves with it. Le 
Mascardi, an Italian scholar, has written a Dissertation against this Tobacco; and 
Raphael Thorius has written a fine poem about it, printed in Holland.
